. Ham lin schools. The cost of 
their 
! instruction annually , based on 
an 
average is sixty -seven dollars each. 
T hus by multiplication, we get our 
j total cost of operation, 
or 
fifty - 
| three thousand six hundred dollars, 
($53,6 00.00). 
Now our rendition for 19 40 was 
I one million six hundred thirty -nine 
.th ousa nd 
dollars, 
($1,6 39 ,000.00), 
and our ra te of taxation was 
one 
dollar per hundred. We then should 
collect sixteen thousand six hundred 
thirty -nine 
dollars, 
($16 ,6 39 .00), 
from the local tax pay ers. If 
y ou 
sub tract this am ount from our total 
cost of operation, y ou see th a t 
we 
receive 
thirty -six 
thousand 
nine 
hundred sixty -one 
dollars $36 ,9 6 1) 
from the State of Texas and 
other 
sources. The local tax pay er 
pay s 
less than one-third of the total costs 
of operation. 
T he S tate is willing to do 
this 
because they believe the education 
of our y outh worthwhile. Then too, 
they believe th a t any 
com m unity 
doing its best to support its schools 
is deserving of help. This last sta te­ 
m ent is the one the S tate m ust con­ 
sider in relation to Hamlin. 
We have seen our renditions on 
| personal and real property decrease 
annually . 
Today every tax 
pay er 
possible feels th at he should render 
his property for as small a valua­ 
tion as he may get by the equaliza­ 
tion board. This is not done with 
any intent to be dishonest or 
to 
mislead. It is simply due to the fol­ 
lowing facts: First, w?e feel that we 
are taxed to death; secondly , 
we 
are und er the impression th a t prop­ 
erty should not be 
rendered 
for 
more th an fifty to sixty per cent of 
its actual value 
and; 
lastly , 
we 
som etim es feel 
th a t much of our 
tax m oney is wasted. 
In consideration of 
these 
three 
items we adm it th a t taxes are high. 
But A m erica and com m unities like 
Ham lin enjoy m any privileges th a t 
no oth er group of 
people 
in 
the 
world enjoy . Yet we pay less for 
these privileges than the people of 
many countries pay for the lack of 
them. O ur democracy and freedom 
is still based on the influences 
of 
our homes, schools, and 
churches.

EUROPEAN STANDARDS 
AND OURS 
I HAVE SEEN something of farm­ 
ing conditions of Europe—the nar­ 
row strips of land, of which every 
available inch must be cultivated 
that the farm family may eke out a 
barren ex istence; the little huddle 
of buildings along one side of the 
road in wiich the farm families 
live; the horse and cow and pig oc­ 
cupy ing the first floor of each build­ 
ing; the farm er and his family oc­ 
cupy ing the floor above; a manure 
pile in front of every building, each 
ounce of which must be carefully 
preserved that the few acres may 
be kept fertile and productive. 
In such crude homes there are no 
conveniences—no toilets, no facili­ 
ties for a bath, no telephones, no 
radios, and never an automobile. 
In these villages there are no 
stores, no schools, no newspapers. 
They represent but a small settle­ 
ment of peasants. 
One generation 
follows another. There is no oppor­ 
tunity for advancement, and among 
these people there is no ambition to 
achieve more than a mere living, 
as their fathers and grandfathers 
did for generations. 
Such are the general farming con­ 
ditions throughout continental Eu­ 
rope. Such is the general standard 
of farm life in France, Germany , 
Italy , Belgium and throughout the 
Balkans. 
Germany has announced that she 
proposes to establish throughout all 
Europe a uniform standard of liv­ 
ing, with the German standard at 
the top and servin , as a model. 
That is the aim of Nazi rule. 
It is a condition born of European 
methods. 
Such a condition would 
not, and m ust not, be tolerated in 
America. 
Here we have opportunity . Thou­ 
sands of our farm boy s and girls 
achieve prominence in all walks of 
life. 
They are encouraged to work 
for self-improvement, encouraged to 
cultivate ambition, and out of it all, 
we are continually improving the 
American standard of living. 
That is the American way .

DEFENSE TAKES TIME 
AND CAPITAL 
WHEN W A L T E R C H R Y S L E R 
bought his first automobile in 19 15, 
they were making them one at a 
time, and his Buick car cost some­ 
thing over $5,000. 
It turned him 
from a railroad mechanic into a top- 
notch automobile manufacturer, but 
it took 30 y ears to perfect m ass pro­ 
duction methods to the point where 
hundreds of better cars cou’d be 
built in less time than it then +ook 
to build one and so they could, be 
sold at a small part of $5,000. 
It took a long period of designing, 
developing and building machines to 
do the job. 
Now we are asking in­ 
dustry to step into mass production 
of tanks, cannon, airplanes and oth­ 
er defense implements practically 
over night, and are inclined to con­ 
demn American industry for not 
making good. 
The machinery used to produce 
automobiles will not produce any of 
the war implements we are asking 
for. 
New machines must be de­ 
signed, developed and built for the 
new job. Not one of each, but hun­ 
dreds. 
The first mass production 
job is that of tools. 
Today there are employ ed in the 
manufacture of automobiles well 
over one million men. 
To provide 
tools and machinery for each m an 
to work with has cost many billions. 
To provide tools and machinery for 
mass production on war implements 
will mean an ex penditure of close 
to eight billion dollars if a million 
men are to be employ ed on the job. 
It takes not only time, but it also 
takes money to do the job. Govern­ 
ment restrictions as to financing 
have made it an almost impossible 
task for industry to provide any such 
sum. 
When the threat of war, or 
the war if it comes, is over, that 
eight billion dollar investment in 
tools and machinery would be prac­ 
tically valueless. 
If industry is to protect us and 
provide for our war-time needs, we 
.must give industry a chance as it 
applies to both time and money .

An Appeal to The Women of America 
From The Women of Conquered Poland 


FROM THE DEPTHS 


We reprint below an appeal from the women of Warsaw, which 
was brought to the United States by a 
secret 
and 
circuitous 
route. 
In this appeal the women of Warsaw address themselves 
to women all over the world and, in particular, to women in the 
United States to raise a powerful voice in America in the name 
of marty red Poland which, fettered and strangled by the military 
might of two enemies, is unable to speak for herself. 


“The world, in the course of 
its 
ex istence, has witnessed many atroc­ 
ities and crimes; the history of man­ 
kind is saturated with blood 
and 
tears. But history fails to record a 
Calvary equal to that, which we, 
the women of Poland, 
are 
living 
through now. We are suffemig— 
as Catholics, as Poles, as mothers, 
as wives, as sisters and as daugh­ 
ters. We are suffering with every 
emotion of our hearts. There is no 
chord in our souls which has not 
been torn and trampled upon; there 
is no thought which is not a tor­ 
menting and heartrending grief. 
“Our husbands — our brothers 
and fathers— perished in mass mur- 


brothels. And there are among us 
mothers who, no longer able to shed 
tears, ask God for one thing only 
— ‘that their daughters might die.’ I 
“ Our babes—those innocents who 
first saw the light of day in refu­ 
gee shelters, in freight cars or pris­ 
on cells, are slowly 
dy ing in our 
arms— (no longer able to give them, 
warmth)—without even once having 
had a warm hath or sufficient food.

work; Dr. Frank, ‘the only lawful 
representative of the Polish nation’ 
informs neutral newspapermen 
that 
Poland under German 
administra­ 
tion, prospers freely , that the ma­ 
jority of the Polish people cheer­ 
fully co-operate with

German 
administration, 
satisfied 
with hav­ 
ing been delivered by the German 
government from play ing the part 
of England’s flunkey , and that thq 
rumors of terror were but a figment 
of Allied propaganda.

“It is, therefore, from the depths 
I of our marty red souls that we cry 
: to y ou, sisters throughout the world 
I— that all this is not true! Do not, 
j believe what the Germans say . Bc- 
j fore God Almighty we swear that 
our words are true and that our ac-» 
Ij cusations are not ex aggerated. 
We 
! are living in hell. There is no Pole 
who would abide by this hell or who 
would co-operate with the Germans, 
unless it be under threat of a gun 
aimed at his childrens’ heads. 
This 
hell is all around us— it is smoth-i 
ering us and we are its helpless 
victims.

“We endeavor, however, not to 
abandon ourselves to despair. 
We 
believe in Divine Justice, 
in 
the 
justice of history and in the victory 
of good over evil We have faith in 
the victory of the allies 
and 
we 
wait for the day of their triumph. 
Should this day be slow in arriving 
there will be no Pole left to see it; 
Poland may be free but there will 
be no Poles. The objective and the 
endeavor of the Germans is to ex ­ 
terminate and to destroy our entire 
nation. Three million of us 
have 
perished already . 
This figure 
in­ 
creases from day to day 
becausq 
famine grows apace. 


“Sisters throughout the world, we 
appeal to y ou for assistance. Add 
y our voice whenever the 
question 
of waging a slow 
or 
quick 
war 
should be in the balance. Demand a 
quick deliverance of Poland. 
Let 
y our 
plea 
outweigh considerations 
of an economic or political 
nature. 
Sisters, we do not believe that our 
appeal is a plea for pity . The world,

March is the month, as set apart 
bv the Tex as School Law, in which j 
to enumerate the scholastics for the 
I school year 1941-42. 
Census enumerators have been ap­ 
pointed for each of the 37 common 
school districts of J ones 
County. 
Independent school 
districts 
v\ill 
! have their enumerators in the field, 
j 
This is a matter of great impor- 
i ance to the J ones County Schools. 
I For each child enumerated the State 
| will pay approx imately $22.50 
to J 
I • he school district in which the child 
1 resides. 
The county superintendent 
j lists four things that if strictly f ol- j 
I lowed will practically eliminate 
all 
difficulties in connection with 
the 
j taking of the census. 
1. The time for completing 
the 
census is 
during 
the 
month 
of 
March. 
2. A child, to be 
a 
scholastic, 
must be 6 years of age, 
and 
not 
over 18 years of age by September 
1, 1941. 
3. Scholastics must be enumerat­ 
ed in the districts 
in which 
they, 
live. 
4. A district can count only *hose 
who reside therein on April 1, for 
ex ample, 
A child is enumerated in district 
“ A” on the 15th of March. He mov­ 
es with his parents on March 25th 
to live in district 
“ B” .

should be omitted from the rolls of
